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"A  GOSPEL  LETTER"

tleman.  We  believe  the  reply  he  sent  might  be  helpful  to  our  read- 
ers of  the  Bulletin;  therefore,  we  have  reproduced  it  with  a  pray- 
er that  its  detail  may  help  them,  leaving  out  the  names  of  those 
to  whom  he  was  writing. --T.R.M. ) 

Lear  Mr. --:   Many  thanks  for  your  letter  of  June  26th, 

enclosing  letters  from  your  friends. 

Until  I  was  nearly  thirty  years  of  age  I  believed  very  much 
as  these  two  gentlemen  do,  but  I  am  very  grateful  that  God  so  gra- 
ciously allowed  me  to  loam  of  the  Restoration  of  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  in  contra-distinction  to  tht  doctrine  and  commandments 
of  men. 

Your  friends  must  realize  "^that  in  a  letter  it  would  be  nearly 
impossible  for  a  poor  creature  like'  me  to  give  a  clear  and  concise 
summary  of  all  our  teachings.  I  believe  we  teach  that  portion  of 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  which  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation, 
not  only  for  the  living,  but  the  dead  also;  and  only  such  as  have 
been  revealed  by  God  in  these  last  days. 

That  portion  of  the  Gospel,  which  has  been  revealed,  is  so 
beautifully  comprehensive  that  the  way-faring  man  may  understand. 
It  comprehends  truths  which  have  not  entered  the  heart  of  men  dur- 
ing the  previous  1500  years,  or  were  lost  to  the  world  from  about 
one  hundred  years  after  Christ  till  again  revealed  from  heaven  in 
the  year  1820. 

'The  Book  of  Mormon  is  a  wonderful  restoration  of  the  pure 
prophetic  word  of  God  as  given  to  his  servant's  who  lived  during  the 
period ^of  ,600  years  before  Christ  and  400  years  after  Christ,  and 
were  guided  by  God  to  inhabit  the  American  Continent.  It  contains 
the  clear  and  definite  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ.  It  was  translated 
by  the  power  of  God  -and  not  by  scholastic  science  of  languages.  It 
will  create  a  greater  love  for  the  Bible  because  it  makes  clear  its 
teachings,  which  have  been  distorted  by  the  numerous  translations. 

I  fear  that  I  have  not  sufficient  timet  to  write  ,Jto  your  friends 
now;  however,  I  do  not  disrespect  their  views,  but  if  they  have 
time  to  study  the  word  of  God  as  revealed  today  fro  the  salvation  of 
the,  world,  they  will  not  have  to'  let  go  any  righteous  or  Holy  princi- 
ple, they  now  cherish,  but  they  will  drop  ac  an  hideous  and  vile  ser- 
pent some  of  their  cherished  traditions  which  are  not  of  God. 

May  I  respectfully  suggest  one  specifically  mentioned  in  the 

splendid  letter  of  Mr.  ,  wherein  he  says  "the  Gospel  is  so 

simple  that  none  need  err":   N.c.2.  Note  he  mentions  as  follows:  "If 
not  redeemed,  or  saved,  or  born  again,  or  converted,  call  it  what 
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you  like,  he_will_  be_ej;ernally_lost ." 

I  presume  he  means,  unless  this  change  takes  place  before 
death  of  this  life. 

Now  if  this  gentleman  will  carefully  examine  the  four  condi- 
tions mentioned,  which  he  uses  synonymously,  he  may  be  surprised 
to  find  that  they  are  really  four  conditions  in  which  men  find 
themselves. 

"Redeemed":  All  men  are  redeemed  from  death  of  the  body  and 
will  come  forth  in  the  resurrection  of  the  just  or  the  unjust,  ir- 
respective of  his  belief  or  non-belief  in  Christ. 

"Saved":  A  man  is  net  sure  of  being  saved  while  it  is  possi- 
ble for  him  to  be  lost.  The  Saviour  says:  "to  him  who  endureth  unto 
the  End."  Therefore,  as  long  as  I  have  the  weaknesses  of  the  flesh 
to  contend  with  and  my  free  agency  to  act  according  to  my  desires, 
under  the  strain  and  temptation  of  the  evil  one  I  may  choose  to  o- 
bey  him  instead  of  God  and  thus  fall. 

"Born  Again"  :  A  man  is  born  again  wher.  he  has  obeyed  from  the 
heart  in  true  repentance,  the  law  of  God.  That  is:  he  must  be  taught 
the  truth  of  God's  word  and  commands  and  in  faith  he  must  be  obedi- 
ent. The  law  of  God  for  the  new  birth  is:  when  faith  and  repentance 
have  prepared  him,  he  must  be  Baptized  (that  is  buried  in  the  water) 
by  a  divinely  called  and  appointed  servant  of  God  who  bears  the  au- 
thority of  the  Holy  Priesthood.  Organization  authority  is  not  Priest- 
hood. 

"Converted":  Converted  is  a  condition  of  being  turned  from 
worshipping  idols  or  following  those  who  teach  doctrines  not  in  har- 
mony with  those  of  the  prophets  of  God  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
It  goes  without  argument  that  if  these  never  take  place  he  can  never 
be  saved  and  will  be  eternally  lost. 

Let  me  give  you  the  suggested  steps  in  the  salvation  of  man 
which  any  Bible  student  will  be  able  to  verify. 

We  must  first  give  heed  to  the  teacher  —  called  belief.  If 
we  believe,  it  will  produce  a  desire  to  go  and  see;  search  out  to 
see  if  what  he  says  is  right,  that  action  of  so  doing  is  Faith. 
Faith  the  cause  of  action  producing  a  learning  of  the  truth  rf  those 
things  you  are  looking  for. 

The  knowledge  thus  obtained  is  Repentance,  because  we  cannot 
consistently  refrain  from  doing  things  in  error,  sinfully  or  wicked- 
ly until  we  have  learned  that  they  are  forbidden  of  God.  Repentance 
is  obtaining  a  knowledge  of  these  errors  and  forsaking  them;  yet 
Repentance  does  not  proAuce  the  peace  required,  because  it  being  a 
constant  enlightener  of  error,  and  is  an  eternal  principle  for  eter- 
nal progression.  It  requires  the  law  of  Baptism  for  the_  remission 
of  sins.  Not  only  does  the  act  of  Baptism  bring  into  action  the  law 
of  God  for  the  remission  of  the  past,  but  it  symbolically  signifies 
a  death  and  burial  of  the  old  man,  and  as  we  rise  from  the  water, 
figuratively  from  the  dead,  with  Christ,  we  are  received  again  in- 
to the  family  fold  of  God  through  Christ,  as  one  born  unto  him  and 
are  given  the  Spirit  of  sonship  with  Christ. 
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Paul  put  it  "beautifully  in  Romans  sixth  chapter,  see  verses 
3  tc  8:  "Know  ye  not,  that  so  many  of  us  as  were  baptized  into 
Jesus  Christ  were  baptized  into  his  death?  Therefore  we  are  buried 
with  him  by  baptism  into  death:  that  like  as  Christ  was  raised  up 
from  the  dead  by  the  glory  of  the  Father,  even  so  we  also  should 
walk  in  newness  of  life.  For  if  we  have  been  planted  together  in 
the  likeness,  of  his  death,  we  shall  be  also  in  the  likeness  of  his 
resurrection:  Knowing  this,  that  our  old  man  is  crucified  with  him, 
that  the  body  of  sin  might  be  destroyed,  that  henceforth  we  should 
not  serve  sin.  For  he  that  is  dead  is  freed  from  sin." 

This  quotation  portrays  the  importance  of  our  observing  the 
commandments  of  Jesus  Christ  today  as  when  Moses  told  the  Children 
of  Israel  that,  "It  shall  be  our  righteousness,  if  we  observe  to 
do  all  these  commandments  before  the  Lord  our  God,  as  he  hath  com- 
manded us."  Deuteronomy  6: £5. 

Many  religious  teachers  are  willing  to  risk  their  own  salva- 
tion and  others  by  telling  us  we  need  not  be  Baptized.  They  will 
agree  to  sprinkling  and  put  off  God  with  that. 

Let  me  return  to  plan  No.  2,  suggested  by  Mr.  and  ask 

this  question,  for  he  said:  "he  will  be  eternally  lost." 

This  teaching  does  not  come  from  God.  It  is  an  introduction 
of  false  doctrine  made  by  fanatics  during  the  dark  ages  of  apos- 
tasy. 

Ask  yourself  these  questions:  Do'es  our  Heavenly  Father  re- 
tain the  eternal  destiny  of  man  in  his  own  hand?  or  has  Satan  a 
greater  power?    Is  God,'-  our  Eternal  -Father,  a  God  of  Justice? 
Does  His  mercy  endure  forever?   We  are  told  that  it  is  his  work 
and  his  Glory  to  bring  to  pass  the  immortality  and  eternal  life  of 
man. 

Now  ask  yourself  in  all  reverence:  Will  He  who  holds  our  des- 
tiny in  His<:hand,  and  cannot  do  an  unjust  act  (or  he  would  cease  to 
be  God)  allow  one  whom  he  loves,  as  the  Scriptures  declare,  to  be 
eternally  lost;  because , ; generally  in  ignorance,  they  have  been 
disobedient  for  twenty  or  one  hundred  years  which  could  not  be  com- 
pared with  one  second  of  eternity? 

How  can  one  conceive  such  doctrines  from  the  teachings  of 
Christ  and  at  the  same  time  teach  that  God  is  a  God  of  love  with 
eternal  patience,  eternal  mercy,  absolute  justice  and  judgement? 
Jesus  Christ  said  all  manner  of  sin  and  blasphemy  shall  be 
forgiven  men,  except  they  who  sin  against  the  Holy  Spirit.  Do  not 
endeavour  to  limit  the  time  or  place  I 

But  ask  yourself  the  reasonable  question:  If  only  those  who 
die  in  absolute  faith  and  trust  in  God  through  Jesus  Christ  in  this 
life,  and  there  is  not  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  World  who  accepts 
Jesus  Christ  as  the  Saviour  of  the  world,  and  can  we  say  with  truth 
that  half  of  those  who  say  and  acknowledge  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Son 
of  God  really  live  what  He  taught? 

What  a  terrible  failure  such  a  plan  would  be  with  Him  who  pos- 
sesses all  wisdom  and  knowledge  from  eternity  to  eternity.'

If  God's  mercy  and  plan  for  the  salvation  of  the  human  race 
could  or  did  not  operate  beyond  this  mortal  existence,  then  the 
offspring  of  God  are  virtually  lost. 

It  can  only  be  a  lack  of  power  to  save,  which  can  or  will 
allow  any  punishment  to  last  long  after  justice  is  satisfied,  be- 
cause love  and  mercy  step  in  and  claim  their  own,  even  with  the 
human  race . 

Ask  your  friends  not  to  allow  the  narrowness  of  prejudice  to 
damn  the  light  from  coming  into  their  souls,  because  of  wicked  per- 
secutions and  vilifications  of  no  worse  a  nature  than  that  imputed 
to  Christ  and  his  servants  before. 

We  are  out  to  the  world  to  tell  that  God  has  appeared,  Angels 
of  God  have  visited  the  earth  again  and  instructed.   God  has  reveal- 
ed His  Glorious  Gospel,  as  ordained  before  the  world  began,  through 
His  Son  Jesus  Christ,  and  man  may  know  of  its  power  and  truthfulness. 

The  hint  that  Mount  Frere  does  not  want  our  Elders,  etc.,  etc. 
has  no  bearing  whatever  with  us.  If  needs  be  we  are  willing  to 
teach  at  any  and  all  costs. 

But  as  no  man  cometh  unto  the  Saviour  except  the  Father  draws 
him,  even  so  today,  no  man  becomes  a  Latter-Lay  Saint  until  God  re- 
veals the  truth  to  him. 

Many  are  baptized,  like  many  are  called,  but  few  are  chosen 
because  they  are  not  valiant  enough  to  bear  the  yoke.  They  are  like 
Moses  --  willing  to  forsake  popularity  and  friends  for  Christ  sake. 

I  could  write  and  write  of  the  beauty  and  truthfulness  of 
what  I  have  the  joy  of  knowing,  but  I  am  limited  for  time  and  I  fear 
that  I  may  weary  you.  I  will  send  you  some  of  our  tracts  and  trust 
you  may  be  able  to  seek  and  find  for  yourself;  but  always  remember 
when  asking  others  opinions  of  us  that  the  blind  cannot  safely  lead 
the  blind,  they  must  appeal  to  him  who  has  the  light ; 

May  God  bless  you  and  your  friends.  There  are  two  Quite  dif- 
ferent characters  in  them.  I  trust  Mr.  will  destroy  that  mon- 
ster "prejudice"  by  trying  all  things  and  cleaving  to  the  truth, 
whether  he  finds  it  dressed  up  and  labeled  Catholicism,  Mormonism, 
or  any  other  kind  of  "ism".   Truth  is  Eternal;  obtain  all  you  can 
and  iliminate' 'all  the  error  possible,  it  comes  from  the  opposite  of 
Truth.  We  teach  truth  and  only  truth  knowingly,  and  he  may  find  we 
have  no  secret  doctrines,  as  suggested  by  him,  regarding  salvation 
for  the  dead.  That  is  why  our  Temples  are  built  as  fast  as  we  can 
build  them. 

Our  standare  works  comprise  the  Bible,  the  Book  of  Mormon, 
The  Loctrine  and  Covenants  (which  contains  the  revelations  of  God 
through  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  for  our  guidance  in  this  day),  and 
the  Pearl  of  Great  Price,  which  contains  the  vision  of  Moses  and 
writings  of  Abraham,  etc.   All  other  of  our  literature  is  written  by 
the  gift  of  wisdom,  but  any  which  you  may  desire  dealing  fully  with 
any  doctrines  taught  by  us  are  at  your  disposal,  cost  price  plus 
postage.

"CHURCH  ACTIVITIES" 


(Address  given  by  Apostle  George  Albert  Smith  at  the  ninety- 
Eighth  Annual  Conference  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
Bay  Saints  held  on  April  7th,  1928,  in  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle.) 

Among  the  wonderful  inventions  of  our  day  is  that  of  the  am- 
plifier and  the  radio.  This  morning  I  am  grateful  that  I  have  the 
assistance  of  this  device  in  speaking  to  you  in  this  great  build- 
ing. 

Yesterday  we  had  as  visitors  men  from  afar,  one  of  whom  ad- 
dressed us,  calling  attention  to  our  particular  position  in  the 
world  of  Scouting.  His  remarks  reminded  me  of  an  experience  I  had 
recently,  at  least  it  is  not  many  months  ago,  while  in  San  Francis- 
co attending  a  regional  meeting  of  the  Scout  organization.  We  had 
spent  the  day  in  session.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting,  when  it  was 
ready  to  adjourn,  I  asked  the  chairman  for  permission  to  say  a  few 
words  on  the  Latter-day  Saint  plan  of  taking  care  of  boys.  My  re- 
quest was  cheerfully  granted.  I  asked  those  who  were  present, 
first,  if  they  would  pay  attention  to  what  I  had  to  say,  with  the 
thought  that  they  might  add  to  our  program,  and  give  us  the  benefit 
of  their  thinking,  because  they  were  all  experts  in  taking  care  of 
boys. 

I  said  first  of  all,  we  have  a  fathers'  and  sons'  outing  man- 
ual. I  had  it  in  my  hand.  This  is  an  invitation  to  the  fathers  and 
sons  of  our  country.  We  have  in  our  Church  ninety-nine  ecclesias- 
tical divisions  known  as  stakes,  and  this  program  is  suggested  for 
fathers  and  sons,  with  the  thought  that  if  they  can  go  out  together 
into  the  open  spaces  and  camp  in  the  mountains  or  plains  of  God's 
great  out-of-doors,  and  become  better  acquainted,  both  fathers  and 
sons  will  be  greatly  benefited  '"-hereby.  I  went  through  the  program, 
of  course,  in  a  little  more  detail  than  I  shall  do  here  today.  I 
said:  We  have  a  Junior  Manual.  This  is  intended  to  inspire  in  the 
boys  faith  in  God.  There  is  a  lesson  for  each  week  during  the  Mutual 
Improvement  season,  and  ve  feel  it  is  a  fine  program.  I  sailed  atten- 
tion to  some  of  the  features  of  the  plan,  some  of  the  experiences  of 
our  missionaries  and  early  Scouts,  and  the  feeling  that  it  would  en- 
gender in  the  heart  of  the  boy  in  appreciation  cf  the  heroism  of 
these  individuals. 

I  said:  We  have  an  advanced  Junior  group  in  the  Mutual.  For 
this  group  we  have  a  manual  prepared  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
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that  courage  is  an  important  thing,  not  only  courage  in  the  face 
of  ordinary  danger,  but  courage  to  do  right  when  evil  is  present. 
We  feel  that  at  this  age  our  boys  should  be  stimulated  with  the 
courage  to  do  right.  Scouting  is  an  important  part  of  the  program 
of  these  Junior  groups. 

Our  next  age  is  our  senior  group,  and  we  have  a  manual  pre- 
pared for  them.  While  men  are  quarreling  about  the  differences  be- 
tween science  and  religion,  we  prepare  a  manual  and  put  it  into 
the  hands  of  our  advanced  adolescent  youth,  calling  attention  to 
the  fact  that  there  is  no  conflict  between  true  science  and  true 
religion;  that  the  truth,  no  matter  from  what  source  we  derive  it, 
all  originates  with  our  Heavenly  Father.  We  place  a  manual  in 
their  hands  that  call©  attention  to  the  fact  that  instead  of  try- 
ing to  find  a  conflict  between  science  and  religion  we  do  well  to 
understand  them  both,  to  the  end  that  we  will  be  able  to  harmonize 
them. 

While  I  was  talking  I  noticed  several  individuals  in  the 
house  nodding  to  one  another,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that 
that  was  a  good  thought. 

Nov;,  I  said,  we  have  an  advanced  Senior  group.  For  this  group 
we  have  taken  for  this  year's  study  short  biographies  of  men  who 
have  been  prominent  champions  of  liberty  throughout  the  world,  such 
as  Moses,  Confucius,  Gotama  the  great  Buddha,  Justinian  and  other 
philosophers  and  religious  leaders.  Then  we  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  in  this  group  were  Oliver  Cromwell,  George  Washington, 
Joseph  Smith,  Abraham  Lincoln,  Brigham  Young,  Benito  Juarez,  etc. 
In  the  life  of  each  of  these  men  we  have  found  that  which  we  feel 
ought  to  inspire  men  and  women  with  a  desire  to  do  better  things. 
In  addition,  we  have  our  Mutual  Improvement  Era,  that  is  published 
monthly,  containing  articles  that  are  intended  to  inspire  in  the 
growing  young  men  a  feeling  of  reverence  for  God,  and  a  desire  to 
know  of  his  purposes. 

At  the  conclusion  of  my  talk  to  them  I  said:  Now,  gentlemen, 
I  have  told  you  what  we  are  trying  to  do  for  our  boys  in  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  I  shall  appreciate  it  if  you 
will  now  give  me  your  reaction  and  any  suggestions  for  improving 
our  plan. 

One  of  the  leaders  of  the  group,  without  hesitation,  said: 
"Mr.  Smith,  we  are  at  your  feet."   Another  man  spoke  up  and  said: 
"There. is  no  other  program  like  that,  for  boys,  in  the  world."  The 
Superintendent  of  Schools  of  San  Jose,  California,  said  to  me: 
"There  is  no  church  in  all  the  world  doing  for  its  young  people  what 
you  are  dCing,"  and  he  said,  "It  is  remarkable  to  me  that  we,  in 
San  Jose,  work  our  heads  off  to  put  over  the  Boy  Scout  program  with 
the  thought  that  we  are  doing  the  most  wonderful  thing  in  the  world 
for  boys,  and  you  come  here  and  tell  us  that  that  is  only  a  little 
part  of  your  program,  that  Scouting  is  a  part  of  your  Junior  work." 
And  he  said:  "I  Want  to  compliment  you."  There  were  quite  a  number 
of  those  present  who  gave  me  their  cards  and  asked  if  we  would  sup- 
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ply  them  with  our  manuals  for  this  year. 

I  mention  this  because  only  yesterday  you  heard  from  one  of 
the  chief  Scout  men  of  the  United  States,  the  statement  that  we 
lead  in  Scouting,  that  Utah  and  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat- 
ter-day Saints  are  in  the  forefront  in  the  world  of  Scouting.  In 
the  case  of  the  people  I  have  mentioned,  their  lives  are  set  on 
that  one  department. 

When  this  man  from  San  Jose  said:  "We  find  that  this  is  only 
a  little  part  of  what  you  are  doing  for  boys,"  I  did  not  enlarge 
upon  the  program  by  saying,  this  is  only  one  of  the  departments  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  We  start  with  our 
Primary  children,  and  they  are  surrounded  by  the  love  and  tender- 
ness of  the  best  women  in  the  world.  Our  children  are  taught  to 
pray;  in  the  organizations  with  which  they  are  identified  they  are 
taught  faith;  they  are  led  along  the  pathway  of  constructive 
thought.  They  are  carried  on  in  that  department  until  they  are 
twelve  or  fourteen  years  of  age.  I  did  not  tell  or  our  Sunday 
Schools  --  no  other  Sunday  Schools  in  all  the  world  compare  with 
ours.  We  take  oiir  boys  and  our  girls  in -their  tender  years  and  lay 
a  foundation  for  an  understanding  of  the  Bible,  the  Book  of  Mormon, 
the  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  the  Pearl  of  Great-  Price ,  and  the  his- 
tory of  the  Church;  so  that  when  they  are  old  enough  to  come  in 
contact  with  individuals  in  the  world  they  have  a  fund  of  informa- 
tion by  which  they  are  not  only  able  to  defend  their  faith,  but  are 
qualified  to  advocate  their  faith  in  such  a  way  that  others  may  be 
inspired  and  interested  in  it.  Then  we  have  the  Mutual  Improvement 
organizations,  that  have  developed  both  boys  and  girls  to  become 
orators,  musicians,  writers  and  thinkers.  We  have  our  Relief  So- 
ciety, the  great  national  organization,  than  which  there  is  nothing 
in  all  the  world  better,  an  organization  that  contributes,  not  only 
to  the  intellectual  and  spiritual  welfare  of  its  members,  but  also 
to  the  desires  in  their  hearts  to  reach  out  and  benefit  and  bless 
those  who  are  in  need,  as  the  name  implies.  I  did  not  tell  these 
men  that  when  our  boys  are  young  they  are  taught  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ,  and  ordained  to  the  Priesthood;  that  as  Deacons,  as 
Teachers  and  as  Priests,  they  are  taught,  while  in  youth;  that  as 
Elders  they  become  members'  of  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood,  and  may 
be  ordained  Seventies,  and  High  Priests,  going  upward  through  the 
various  ages  of  their  lives.  I  did  not  call  attention  to  the.  fact 
that  we  have  our  ward  meetings  where,  onoe  a  week,  we  are  brought 
together  and  where  we  may  partake  of  the  Sacrament.  I  did  not  call 
their  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  have  our  quarterly  conferences 
which  afford  the  opportunity  for  the  people  to  come  together  in  .the 
various  larger  districts,  under  the  influence  of  our  Heavenly  Father. 
I  did  not  tell  them  of  the  great  annual  and  semi-annual  conferences' 
that  are  held  in  the  Church,  attracting  people  from  all  parts  of  the 
world,  affording  opportunity  for  the  reuniting  of  families,  the 
bringing  together  of  friends  and  renewing  acquaintanceships  —  all 
these  things,  a  regular  part  of  the  program  of  the  Church  of  Jesus

Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

I  haven't  touched  all  the  things  that  are  in  my  mind,  but  I 
have  mentioned  enough  to  call  your  attention  to  what  I  would  like 
to  have  you  remember,  that  when  our  Heavenly  Father  established

When  we  analyze  these  things  and  'realize  what 
God  has  done  for  us,  we  would  be  an  ungrateful  people  if  in  the 
depths  of  our  souls  we  did  not  worship  him  day  by  day,  with  thank- 
sgiving, in  our  hearts  for  the  mercies  that  are  extended  unto  us.  No 
other  people  in  all  the  world  are  so  cared  for  and  cultured,  no 
other  people  in  all  the  world  are  so  tenderly  taught  and  so  care- 
fully advised' and  counseled  as  are  the  : Latter-day  Saints.  And  if 
we  will' only  take  advantage  of  our  opportunities  and  avail  our- 
selves of  our  privileges,  this  Church  will  continue  to  grow  and 
spread,  there  will  be  less  opportunity  for  evil  to  come  into  our 
communities;  we  will  continue  to  be  a  tower  of  strength  for  right- 
eousness, as  I  believe  we  now  are  among  the  people  of  the  world, 
not  only  in  keeping  the  ethical  ideals  of  this  .world  before  the 
people,  "but  also  in  instilling  in  mankind  a  living  faith  in  our 
Heavenly  Father,  which  is  at  the  foundation  of  all  real-  progress 
and  all  that  is  really  worth  while . 

I  am  grateful  for  my  standing  in  this  Church.  I  am  thankful 
to  be  associated  .with  my  brethren  and  sisters  in  a  department  of 
service.  And  now  today,  inasmuch  as  there  is  a  new  plan  in  operation 
affecting  the .Priesthood  and  the  Mutual  Improvement  Associations , 
following  upon. that,  of  the  Church  Sunday  School,  let  us  all  desire 
' xo   carry  forward  this  mighty  work  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  put  our 
shoulders  to  the  wheel  and  cause  this  department  to  function  for 
the  benefit  and  blessing  of  the  youth  of  Zion,  and  for';the  uplift 
of  , every  man,  woman  and  child,  to  the  end  that  each  may  in  due  time 
be  found  worthy  of  a  .place  in  our  Father's  celestial  kingdom.  That 
we  who  have  part  in  this  glorious  work  may  rejoice  in  it,  is  my 
prayer,  in  the  name , of  Jesus.  Amen

"FAILURE  AND  SUCCESS" 

When  Samuel  Johnson  in  his  prologue  to  "The  Tragedy  of  Irene" 
used  the  phrase,  "Studious  to  please,  yet  net  ashamed  to  fail,"  he 
surely  meant  that  when  a  man  has  striven  earnestly  to  do  his  ta»k 
well,  in  the 'sincere  .belief  that  he  is  doing  it  well,-  he  has  noth- 
ing to  be  ashamed  of  when  others  mark  him  as  a  failure.  The  view- 
points of  critics  depend,  tec,  rn  their  mental  outlook  and  on  the 
atmosphere  in  which  they  themselves  labor. 

That  type  of  man  has  been  termed  a  failure  who  fails  to  under- 
stand his  fellow  men  and  who  builds  too  readily  on  their  faults 
without  attempting  to  learn  their  good  points.
